} GERMAN CASTLE TAKEN BY 


STORM; FEUDAL ESTATE OF 
JUNKER LOOTED BY MOB 


(RY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BERLIN, July 5.—Not since knighthood was in 
flower has there been such a battle between a castle and 
a country folk as yesterday's attack on Castle Sommer- 
schenburg, near Magdeburg, when 30,000 persons stormed 
the ancient walls and plundered the feudal estate, losing 
three dead and ten wounded. 4 

Sommerschenburg belongs to a junker named Von 
Gnaisenau, whose monarchistic methods enraged the 
countryside. Yesterday a group of workingmen forced 
their way into the castle to lay down the law of the re- 
public to the junkers. During their conversation with the 
manager two shots wer¢ fired from the castle on the 
crowd outside, whereupon the whole countryside was 
aroused and joined the attackers. 4 

The monarchists telephoned to Magdeburg for troops. 
A detachment of twenty arrived, but the soldiers were 
immediately surrounded, disarmed and made prisoners. 
Seeing the relief gone the junkers ascended to the para- 
pets from where they opened fire into the crowd which 
now numbered about 30,000. Immediately the mob 
charged the castle, mauling two policemen, plundering 
everything and destroying what they could not take away.

One miety Antwerp day many, 
many months ago a man dreamed @ 
dream. It was a day dream, and 
all about him were gathered great 
athletes of the world practicing for 
the Olympic games soon to be 
staged. And this man pictured 
those champions and other cham- 
pions and greater champions com- 
peting for world honors in a sunny 
elty in Southern California. He 
eaw them with their native uni- 
forms and their resplendent suits 
representative of the several na- 
tions of the world partaking of the 
hospitality of that city and of the 
people there and he knew that if 
ever his dream came true that 
pever in the history of the world 
would there be such a series of con- 
tests as them would be staged, 
where perfect climatic conditions 
would prevail and a spirit of help- 
fulness and co-operation would 
everywhere be apparent. 

The world though, said that it 
was only a dream, a day dream 
International Olympic 
Compmittee chose the city of Paris 
for the Olympics of ‘84 and the 
city of Amsterdam for the games 
of ‘238. Now this man, however, 
had been very close to seeing his 
dream realized on that occasion, 
for many members thought his city 
would be the ideal place. The 
months passed and nee com- 
mencead preparations for the 
Olympics of ‘24, when suddenly it 
was found thet the Chamber 
of Deputies opposed to 
voting proper .founds for car- 
rying on the Olympics.

When 
he arrived, however, he soon com- 
prehended that the fighting spirit 
of e French and their dauntiess 
courage in the face of Opposition 
entitled them to the hunor of hoid- 


ing the Olympics if the money 
could be secured, and so instead 
of opposing them he helped them, 
though he was working against the 
dream he had cherished so long. 
Just on the verge of seeing his 
dream fullfilled, he had been, and 
then it was Post. But suddenly 
even in the disappointment of the 
moment he caught «a grander, 
greater inspiraticn and he saw his 
dream come true in a manner even 
he had not dared to expect. For 
into his mind had crept the idea of 
a great international championship, 
preparatory to the Olympics, where 
there would be no rigid precedenis 
to follow, and where his dream 
could be worked out in the rich- 
ness of all ite detaile. The inter- 
nationals of ‘23, and his city should 
have them!

For he is 
never thinking of the emall chance 
he possesses to claim the laurel 
crown, on the basis of the large 
entry list, he dreams only of vic- 
tory. And it is good that it should 
be so that a finer-spirit may be 
developed and that stronger phy- 
siques will come to the athletes of 
the world. 

Then there is the value which 
will come to the city of Los Ange- 
les. Here is an advertising me- 
dium which will be .felt through- 
out the world. For a year and 
more every great journal will 
earry a story probably once a week 
advertising these games and noting 
the progress which is being made. 
Los Angeles cannot fail te be im- 
mensely benefited by this.

California Gets High Rate on 
Fruit and Nuts 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The 
Republican teaders in the Senate 
moved today to cut short the de- 
bate on the tariff bill by invoking 
the cloture rule. They have lit- 
tle hope of success, but are deter- 
mined to fix the responsibility for 
delaying the legislation of the 
Democrats. 

Earlier in the day the session 
was enlivened by a display of in- 
surgency by Senator Lenroot, Wis- 
consin, Republican, against the 
high duties proposed, threatening 
to vote against the bill unless more 
moderation in fixing rates is ob- 
served.

I. D. Golder, his landlady, cashed 
it. He had heard he could get 


work with «a compeny in 
Grass Vall nd so went there 
with his wi oping to leave h 


troubles behind him and 
make good hie theft. That was in 
October of last year, 

Although he got work, his 
troubles continued. A little daugh- 
fer joined them tn Grass Valley. 
but his wife caught scarlet fever, 
then came down with t's Die- 
ease and died. He took her back 
to bury her in the cemetery at Po- 
mona, as she always wished.

RAILS GAIN; 
OILS SHOW 
WEAK SPOTS 


Srike to End Soon is Be- 
lief; Foreign Exchange 
Very Irregular

NEW YORK, July 6.—There was 
only slight reflection in the stock 


of the railroads not to join the 
striking shopmen. There has been 


confidence all along that the strike 
could not last for any great length 
of time and just as prices did not 
so down when the strike wae 
called so today they falled toe re- 
spond in any vigorous manner to 
the possibility that the shogmen 
would be forced to carry on their 
strike without assistance from 
other classes of railroad labor. 

The stock market showed 
strength generally, but for the most 
part the changes were narrow and 
the volume of trading, while larger 
than that of last Monday, far 
from brisk. The shares of the rail- 
road companies in a number of in- 


* stances moved up moderatély, but 


the better outlook as to the labor 
situation for the railroads was to 
be discovered in the action of the 
bond market rather than in stocks. 
All the railread bonds were in 
good demand at rising prices with 
the Atchison general é¢@'s leading 
the advance with an upturn of 
1% points. This increased activity 
in the rallroad issues, however, was 
not sufficient to hold ration 
bonds in the forefront of trading. 
After a lapse of some days the Lib- 
erties reassumed their leadership, 


heavy demand asserting itself 
throughout the list. The upturn 
was simply another manifestation 
of a heavy investment demand for 
Liberty bonds on the part of both 
institutions and individuals. 

In the stock market one of the 
outstanding developments was 
weakness in thé oil shares, particu- 
larly in the case of these compa- 
nies operating in Mexico. News of 
salt water in the Mexican fields 
apparently has lost none of its in- 
fluence on market affairs. 

The foreign exchange market 
followed an irregular course with 
pronounced weakness developing in 
lire and france, while sterling 
showed strength.

Concerning | 
the Klan the jury returned the) 
following special report te Judge | 
R. C. Stanford: 
The grand jury convened June 
12, 1922, and spent twelve days in- | 
vestigating the Ku Klux Klan. As 
the main purpose for the calling | 
of this grand jury was the investi- | 
gation of the Kian. or the “In- | 
visible Empire,” in the opinion of | 
the grand jury full publicity should 
be given to the record of its inves- 
tigation. This report should be 
considered a partial report of the 
proceedings before the grand jury 
and be limited to matters pertain- | 
jing to the Ku Klux Klan investiga- | 
on. 


FOUR VIOLATIONS 

Although four actual violations 
of the law, to wit, assaults bn citi- 
zens of this community were per- 
sonally reported to the grand jury 
by the victims of said assaults and 
investigations were made into the 
same through subpoenaing and ex- 


amining approximately 136 wit- 


nesses, supoenas having been is- | 
sued by the grand jury for every 


person whose name was presented | i 


to them as having or those pre-| 
sumed to have knowledge concern- | 
ing said assaults, the grand jurors} 
were unable to ascertain sufficient | 
information upon which to 
more indictments relative to the 
same than have been presented to) 
the court. 

The reason for this can be very 
readily ascertained from the rec- 
ords before the grand jury con- 
tained in the stenographic notes on 
file with the clerk of the court. 


FOUR DIVISIONS 

The investigation of the grand 
jury shows that there are four 
lodges of the Ku Kiux Klan exist- 
ing in the Salt River Valley, to 
wit: 

Glendale Kian No. 2. Glendale, 
Ariz.; Camelback No. 6, 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Butte n No, 3, | 
Tempe. Ariz., and Superstition 
Klan No. 4, at Mesa, Ariz. )

With ita proceedings carried oni 


under hooded masks and robes so 
that even members present in the 
meetings could not recognize fel- 
low members, the Klan undertook 
to enforce what they called lw 
and justice in those cases which 
in their opinion the courts had 
failed t6 deal properly with in 
some instances, and in other in- 
stances before the matters were 
ever brought before competent au- 
thorities whose duty it was to deal | 
with the same. | 


TOPICS DISCUSSED 
These matters were diecussed in 
meetings and testimony obtained 
-by the grand jury shows that per- 
sona! business competition became 
the subject in some inetances of 
discussion and a question before) 
the Klan meeting as tO what steps 
should be taken to aid the Klians- 
men reporting the same as againat 
his competitor. 

Warnings were sent through the 
United States mail. which con- 
tained direct and implied threats 
and boasted of the Kian'’s power 
in dealing with matters in which 
they were concerned. 

Political and religious matters 
were openly discussed in Klan 
meetings. the Kiana even going so 
far as to address and send a letter 
to the public press denouncing it 
for an editorial on a _ “religious 
question that had appeared in its 
paper, and containing a threat of 
the Klan's ability te prevent a re- 
currence of such an editorial in 
the paper. 

LIST UNOBTAINABLE 

Membership lists were unobtain- 
able by the grand jury for the 
reason that the same, accord! to 
the testimony of witnesses, 4 
been sent out of the State prior 
to the convening of the grand jury. 

Because complete membership 
Ifets are unobtainable. the grand 
jury refrains from publishing the 
partial lfete of actual members ob- 
tained by them. Many persons 
known to be members could not 
be brought before the grand jury 
for the reason that they were ab- 
sent and without the limits of the 
State of Arizona. 

Suffering from a new 4@isease 
which the grand jury is led to be- 
lieve is that of amnesia, a major- 
itv of the members of the Kian 
who testified before the grand jury 
failed to remember anything about 
the organization, except that they 
had joined, paid $10 and resigned. 


BOOKS WERE BLANK 

Difficulties are met in the in- 
vestigation to obtain facts con- 
cerning the workings of the Kian 
in that upon the production of 
books and records in the grand 
jury room, under subpoena, no en- 
tries, not even the name of the 
Klan, appeared in any books, and 
no record of any money received 
or expended was shown. The books 
in all cases except one being biank. 
and in that one particular case the 
books appeared biank, but pages 
had been removed prior to the 
production in the grand jury room 
of the same, and none of the mem- 
Bers or those in charge knew 
where the torn leaves were, or 
when they were removed from the 
books, or if they had ever existed. 

All paraphernalia, books, rec- 
ords and seal of Camelback Kian 
No. 6, as far as the grand jury is 
able to ascertain, have disappeared 
completely. 

The grand jury also wishes to 
express publicly their thanks to 
Acting County Attorney Herman 
Lewkowitz and to their reporter, 


E. W. Powers, for their active and)’ 


untiring efforts in aiding them in 
trying to sift this matter to a sat- 
isfactory ending.
